SEVEN SOLDIERS 
KILLED IN PLANE 
“GRASHINILLINOS 


2 Colonels Among Dead 
in Plunge of B25 Into 
Field Near Champaign 
in Storm.

CHAMPAIGN, III., May 21 (AP) 
Two Army colonels and five oth- 
er soldiers were killed last night 
when a B-25 crashed in a corn- 
field near here in a violent thun- 
derstorm, the Army announced to- 
day. 

The dead included Col. Raymond 
E. O'Neill, 52 years old, a 30- 
year Army veteran of both wars 
and Army balloon expert, and Col. 
George A Whatley, 45, who had 
served in the Army since 1925 and 
headed the mobile training unit 
at Chanute Field, near Champaign. 

O'Neill, who was a Brigadier 
General in World War II, com- 
manded Chanute Field from 1940 
to 1944 and later was executive of- 
ficer. 

Their ship was bound for Cha- 

nute Field from Cheyenne, Wyo., 
at the time of the crackup last 
night. 
The Army did not make public 
the. names of the other five vic- 
tims pending notification of next 
of kin. Officers said this might 
take several hours. 

The ship was last heard from at 
9:47 o'clock, central standard time, 
by radio contact, as it passed Bur- 
lington, Ia. The crash was be- 
lieved to have occurred shortly 
after 10 p.m. 

Ekke Fiesner, in whose freshly 
planted cornfield the ship crashed, 
said “an awful thump” wakened 
him last night. It sounded like a 
bolt of lightning, he said, but he 
went to a window and peered out. 
Seeing nothing in the drenching 
rain, he went back to sleep. 

This morning, Flesner said, his 
brother-in-law called him and 
asked What's that in your field?” 
Flesner went out and found the 
pieces of the big airplane and 
counted seven bodies.

Franklin Wells Shearer, presi- 
dent of the Shearer Chevrolet Co. 
in Maplewood, pleaded guilty in 
United States District Court, to- 
day, to an indictment charging 
him with having falsified his in- 
come tax returns to evade a total 
of $139,336 in taxes. 

Judge George H. Moore refused 
an attempt by Shearer’s attorneys 


to enter a “no contest” plea, in- 
stead of a plea of guilty, and criti- 
cized the motor company execu- 
tive in stinging’ terms, The judge 
deferred sentence until July 10, 
to enable Shearer to settle with 
the Government on his income 
taxes for the years 1940 and 1941, 
involved in the criminal indict- 
ment. 

In 1942, when Shearer made out 
his tax returns on his 1941 in- 
come, Judge Moore said, “this 
country was at war. This defend- 
ant was making a great deal of 
money while others were making 
great sacrifices. The court has 
very little sympathy for this man.” 

Judge Moore previously had 
asked Rudolph Hartmann, chief 
intelligence agent here for the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue, if in 
fact Shearer had “knowingly, will- 
fully and intentionally” falsified 
his income tax returns, as charged 
in the indictment, 

False Statements Charged. 

Hartmann replied that in addi- 
tion to making false tax returns, 
Shearer had made false statements 
to the Chevrolet firm for which 
he was an agent, and had “pre- 
pared his books and records to co- 
incide with his false statements.”

Workers List Pay Griev- 
ances and Say Com- 
pany Was Arbitrary — 
UAW Workers Not Af- 
fected by Walkout. 


DETROIT, May 21 (AP)—Ap- 
proximately 3800 unionized fore- 
men walked out of the Ford Mo- 


tor Co, today but production con- 
tinued uninterrupted for the time 
being. 

The strike was confined to 
three large plants in the Detroit 
area, where the Foremen’s Asso- 
ciation of America, an indepen- 
dent union, established picket 
lines. 

About 85,000 production workers, 
mostly members of the CIO Unit- 
ed Auto Workers, continued on 
their jobs and their leaders said 
they would not take part in the 
walkout. The FAA said its picket 
lines were established for super- 
visory employes only. 

The foreman’s association esti- 
mated that production would halt 
“within 10 days” as a result of the 
strike. The company said it was 
“anybody’s. guess” how long nor- 
mal output could be maintained. 

The walkout began at 10 a.m., 
some 12 hours after Henry Ford 
II, president of the company, 
appeared before union negotiators 
to plead for a continuation of 


work. 
Ford States Position. 

Ford restated the company’s 
position that foremen “are mem- 
bers of management,” an underly- 
ing point of dispute during several 
weeks of negotiations which pre- 
ceded the strike, 

“Since so few of our employes 
are involved and the livelihood of 
so many is affected,” the company 
said in a statement, “instructions 
have been issued to all plant man- 
agers to continue to operate so 


lorig as materials and personnel 


are available.” 

The FAA termed the strike “100 
per cent effective” but company 
spokesmen reported that an unes- 
timated number of supervisory 
employes remained on the job. 

The UAW-CIO issued instruc- 
tions to its members in Ford 
plants to continue work but 
warned them against accepting 
supervisory assignments for the 
duration of the foremen’s strike. 
Company Charges “Goon” Tactics. 

The company accused the FAA 
of employing “goon squads” to 
escort recalcitrant foremen out of

The recommendations, calling 
for 16 changes in state regula- 
tions, constituted a majority re- 
port signed by the six Republican 
members of the committee, The 
four Democratic members, who 
last month charged the Republi- 
cans were attempting a “political 
whitewash” by blocking testimony 
concerning political activities of 
the Mines Department, plan later 
in the week to file a minority re- 
port criticizing Republican Gov. 
Dwight H. Green and, former 
Mines Director Robert M. Medill 
who was Green’s appointee.

Flash Fire Follows Explo- 
sion at 1912 Washing- 
ton—Light Socket Was 
Defective. 


Six persons were injured in an 
explosion shortly after noon to- 
day at the Rice-O’Neill Shoe Co., 
1912 Washington avenue, They 
were taken to City Hospital where 
they were treated for first and 
second degree “burns, 

The explosion was caused by a 
defective electric’ light socket 
which ignited with fumes given 
off by a cement used in the manu- 


facture of shoes, Fire Marshal 
Walter Kammann said. 

Kammann said the fumes va- 
porized around the socket and 
when employes switched off work 
lights at noon, the explosion fol- 
lowed by a flash fire resulted. 

Damage to the building was es- 
timated at $3500 by Frank Mollin- 
cott, District Fire Chief. He 
added that damage to contents 
was $500. 

James Jones, general manager 
of the company, told a reporter 
that the plate glass windows on 
Washington avenue were shat- 
tered by the blast. Extensive wa- 
ter damage was caused by fire- 
men extinguishing the flames. 

Three of the injured persons 
were held at City Hospital. They 
are A. Z. Breckenridge, 704 Chou- 
teau avenue, suffering from shock 
and second-degree burns of the 
arms, forehead and back; Mrs. 
Edna Phoenix, 8812 Lowell street, 
first and second degree burns of 
the back, and Miss Pauline Smith, 
5837 Minerva avenue, second de- 
gree burns of the arms and face 
and bruised legs.

3. A bar against sending abroad 
educational assistance which is 
“not in keeping with the free 
democratic principles and the es- 
tablished foreign policy of the 
United States.” 

4. A directive to the Secretary 
of State to use private agencies 
wherever possible to carry out the 
program’s objectives. 

5. Deportation of any person, 
here under the exchange program, 
who engages in political activities 
or activities inconsistent with this 
country’s securtiy. 

The bill itself lists its obje¢- 
tives: 

“To promote mutual understand- 

ing between the people of the 
United States and of other coun- 
tries which is one of the essen- 
tia! foundations of peace, and to 
correct misunderstandings about 
the United States in other coun- 
tries.” 
The measure would authorize 
continuance of the “Voice of 
America” radio broadcasts which 
State Department spokesmen have 
termed essential to carry the mes- 
sage of America’s foreign policy 
into areas lacking a free press.

The judge began his 5000-word 
charge this afternoon after spend- 
ing last night and today in review 
of law involved. 

“A court of law,” he told the 
jury, “recognizes no color, no 
creed. Thérefore, gentlemen, I in- 
struct you that, under your oaths 
as jurors, you are not to allow 
any so-called racial issue to enter 
into your deliberations in this case 
in any respect.” 

Referring to the death of Earle 
last Feb. 17, the judge said, “Like- 
wise, gentlemen, you will recall 
that I, in your presence, ruled 
the fact that the deceased, Willie 
Earle, may have been or miay not 
have been charged with any al- 
leged crime, or... may have 
confessed or may not have con- 
fessed any participation in any 
alleged crime, could not be argued 
to you in justification, mitigation 
or excuse to the charge contained 
in this indictment.”

ATTORNEYS OFFER 
LAST ARGUMENTS

GREENVILLE, S. C., May 21— 
Jurors listened with rapt. atten- 
tion yesterday to the final argu- 
ments of lawyers in the trial of 
28 white men accused of lynching

Summing-up arguments took six 
hours. : 

While most of it was straight or- 
atory, slightly garnished with 
scriptural references, two of the 
defense lawyers managed to slip 
in a few raps at Washington and 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, at the North in general for 
ite meddling ways, at radio com- 
mentatprs and the press in par- 
ticular, and even at the lynching 
victim. 

Circuit Judge J. Robert Martin 
Jr. angrily acted to cut them 

ort, but there was some exceed- 

ly expert legal sparring. 

Judge Martin had warned the 
attorneys Monday night and again 
yesterday morning against raising 
the racial issue in any way. He 
pretty well succeeded in keeping 
it out of the arguments except for 
the few references squeezed by in 
unguarded moments, 

The prosecution yesterday asked 
for convictions without specifying 
too strongly as to which counts 
they should be on. The defense 
mainly held to an attack on the 
defendants’ alleged statements con. 
cerning their part in the lynching, 
with an eloquent flea to the jury 
to “let these Southern boys go.” 

Jury Reminded of Civil War. 

The defense attorney who took 
the hardest licks at the North, 
and at the press, was the genial 
and brilliant Harvard Law School 
graduate, Thomas Wofford. 

“We people down here manage 
to get along pretty well until they 
interfere with us up North,” he 
told the jury. They've always 
been criticizing us up there ever 
since the Civil War, when they 
laid waste every bit of our prop- 
erty.” 

He went on in this vein a 
while, and then he touched on the 
Biblical commandment, which had 
been previously referred to by the 
— 4 ution — Thou Shalt Not 


“I wonder if Willie. Earle ever 
heard that commandment—“Thou 
Shalt Not Kill,” he said to the 
jury, in a reference to the death 
of Brown. Judge Martin had for- 

bidden such a reference. 


The judge tried to head him off 
quickly from this attempt to jus- 
tify the lynching of Earle, but 
Wofford slipped in another re 
mark: 

“I wonder if Earle knew it was 
wrong to stab a man?” he asked, 
then he followed up with: “I ask 
you in all sincerity, would we 
be here today if Willie Earle 
hadn't started it?” 

Judge Martin finally told the 
lawyer that he would hold him re- 
sponsible for another remark on 
the race issue, so the attorney 
turned to other approaches. 

He hammered away at the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, 
pointing dramatically to the dozen

in one corner of the room, saying 
that they had the incurable dis- 
ease of meddler itch,” charging 
them with wasting taxpayers’

“The New Republic” as an attor- 
ney who espoused the cause of 
Negroes. In a long plea to the 
jury to let the accused lynchers 
go, Culbertson said: “I wish to 
God more men like him (Earle) 
were dead.” 

When the judge reprimanded 
him, Culbertson turned and said 
innocently, “but I didn’t refer to 
him as a Negro.” 

Judge Martin giared, and Cul- 
bertson got away from the subject. 
Even in reviewing the evidence, 
without reference to racial issues, 
he kept treading on forbidden 
ground and incurring constant in- 
terruptions from the judge. 

Both prosecutors defended the 
statements as offering in the de- 
fendants’ own words, supported 
by corroborative evidence by oth- 
er persons, a full account of the 
lynching and their own partici- 
pation in it. Just as vigorously, 
row & defended the FBI agents who 
took the statements at the time of 
the men’s arrest.

The union leader said Henry 
Ford II took part in a two-hour 
conference Tuesday that ended in 
a deadlock. 

He said the company demanded 
a renewal of the old contract 
“with no amendments” for one 
year, while the FAA insisted on 
certain alterations in the terms. 
“With our. contract terminated, 
we felt free to strike,” Keys added. 
The foreman's association struck 
the Ford plant twice before ob- 
taining its first contract in 1944. 
There had been no strikes since 
that time. 


In their almost simultaneous 
termination of the three-year con- 
tract April 9, the union listed 
several grievances and Ford 
charged that the union “tended to 
lead our foremen away from man- 
agement responsibility.” 

John 8. Bugas, Ford vice presi- 
dent and director of industrial re- 
lations, in a letter to the union, 
said the company was terminatin 
the agreement because “it has no 
worked under test.” “Rather than 
exerting its efforts to draw fore- 
men into closer relationships with 
the rest of management,” the let- 
ter said, “your association has 
worked in the opposite direction.” 

“The essential characteristic of 
management is responsibility,” the 
letter said. “It follows that the 
characteristic which distinguishes 


a foreman is a sense of responsi-: 
bility, It is our observation that 


the activities of your association 
have tended to lead our foremen 
away from management responsi- 
bility and have in fact opposed ef- 
forts of the company in this direc- 
tion.” 

The letter said the company con- 
sidered the three-year period of 
the contract adequate for a test. 

Union Cites Grievances.

union’s Ford chapter, had said in 
a statement April 9 that there was 
no basic disagreement with the 
firm over wages. The union had 
grievances, he said, over Ford's re- 
tirement of foremen at the age of 
65 without prior consultation with 
ithe FAA, wage inequalities and 
the company reclassification of 
foremen, and overtime pay and 
shift differentials. 

He challenged the assertion that 
FAA “failed to meet the test of 
practice” and asserted the com- 
pany’s production achievements 
since the end of the war indicated

had warned the FAA that if it 
ordered a walkout it would have 
to answer for the consequences 
“to our 130,000 employes and to 
the American people.”

STATE HOUSE PASSES BILLS 
FOR PART IN LIBERIA FAIR 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 21— 
Two bills providing for participa- 
tion by the state in the Centen- 
nial Exposition of the Republic of 
Liberia in 1948 and 1949, and an 
appropriation of $100,000 for a 
state building and expenses, were 
passed by the House last night and 
sent to the Senate. 

One of the bills calls for a com- 
mission of three State Senators 
and three Representatives to rep- 
resent the state, arrange for con- 
struction of a Missouri building, 
and state exhibits. The other bill 
appropriates $100,000 for these 
purposes. The bills were spon- 
sored by Representative Josiah C. 
Thomas, Negro, of St. Louis. 

Thomas said the exposition 
would be held in Monrovia, capital 
of Liberia. The Republic of Li- 
beria, on the west coast of Africa, 
has an area of 43,000 square miles 
and a population of 1,500,000. 
Founded in 1822 by freed slaves 
from North America, the country 
became an independent republic 
in 1847,

STASSEN URGES 
10-YEAR U.S. FUND 
TO PROTECT PEACE 


Advocates Nation Devote 
10 Pct of Production 


Value of Goods, Food 
to Program. 


JEFFERSON, Ia, May 21 (AP) 
—Former Gov. Harold E. Stassen 
of Minnesota, candidate for the 
Republican nomination for presi- 
dent in 1948, advocated today that 
the United States devote 10 per 
cent of its total national produc- 
ion of goods and food for the next 
10 years “to building for world- 
wide peace and plenty and free- 
dom.“ 

“It should not be a sharpster 
lending program. It should not 
be a light-headed give-away pro- 
gram. It should be a practical, 
sound, long-visioned business-like 
approach to the situation that 
exists in the world today, and to 
what we can foresee in the years 
ahead,” Stassen sald, 

Stassen, who recently returned 
from a tour of Europe in which 
he interviewed Russian General- 
issimo Stalin, released in advance 
the text of a speech he prepared 
for delivery before an American 
Legion day celebration here. 

tassen said: 
“We must become a nation of 
courageous pioneers blazing the 
postwar world trail toward peace 
and plenty and freedom. We must 
recognize that these three—peace 
and plenty and freedom—are in- 
divisible.” 

Outlines Fund Plan. 

The fund for United States sup- 
port of his proposed program, he 
said, would equal 10 per cent of 
the production value of goods and 
foods but “not of our gross na- 
tional product.” 
He added: , 7 
“We should request the views 
of the Social and Economic Coun- 
cil of the United Nations as to 
the manner in which we should 
administer this fund and should 
welcome their continuing advice. 
“But we must ourselves actually 
administer the program and con- 
trol the rate and type of produc- 
tion supplied, so as to safeguard 
against inflationary effects at 
home or diversion from our pur-

taxes.” 

Bui, he contended the “acid 
test” will be in the final appropri- 
ation cuts. George said all major 
appropriation measures will be 
sent to the House by its appropri- 
ations committee by June 12 
“when you can get a picture of 
expenditures for the fiscal year 
1948.“ 

George said cuts already made 
by the House in five appropria- 
tions bills came to $1,671,000,000. 
He said indications points to fur- 
ther cuts boosting this to $2,786,- 
000,000 exclusive of $800,000,000 for 
tax refunds, 

With $2,786,000,000 added to an 
indicated budget surplus by June 
30 of $1,250,000,000, George figured 
a little more than four billions 
available for tax and debt reduc- 
tion. George said he hoped he was 
wrong on these figures, but he 
wanted to wait and see the actual 
count before tax legislation is 
adopted.

WASHINGTON, May 21 (Af) — 
Chairman Gurney (Rep.), South 
Dakota, said the Senate Armed 
Services Committee “tentatively 
agreed” today to a provision set- 
ting forth the basic aims of Presi- 
dent Truman’s bill to unify the 
armed forces. 

He hopes the committee finally 
will act on it tomorrow, Gurney 
told reporters after a committee 
session behind closed doors. 


“No specific amendments were 
actually adopted,” he said, “but 
a clearer definition of the secre- 
tary’s power was quite generally 
tentatively agreed to.” 

The section of the bill under 
discussion deals with the authori- 
ty of a proposed secretary of na- 
tlonal defense, who would head 
up three separate branches—the 
Army, Navy and Air Forces. 

Gurney said the action “will not 
in any way shut out later any 
specific amendments or substi- 
tutes for sections of the bill.“ 

He declined to say exactly what 
the new definition of the so 
called guper-secretary’s powers will 
provide, asserting that it will be 
only a general rewording. 

Gurney said it probably would 
take three or four more meetings 
for the committee to agree on its 
final action, but the section dis- 
cussed today, he added, “is the 
controlling part of the bill.” 

“Undoubtedly a clause will be 
adopted that retains in the de- 
partments of Navy, Army and Air 


specifically given to the Secretary 
of National Defense in this act,” 
he said.

NAVY BILL HEADS:

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
House leaders today marked up 
passage of a $3,469,791,100 Navy 
appropriations bill as a victory for 
economy advocates and cleared 
the way for the next big 1948 sup- 
ply measure, to finance the De- 
portment of Agriculture. 

The Navy bill, «ut 11 per cent 
below President Truman’s budget 
estimate, went through without a 
major change. The House had 
agreed to permit three days for 
debate, but opposition to the re 
ductions collapsed in a single ses 
sion and the final vote came late 
yesterday. Passage by a voice vote 
sent the bill to the Senate. 

Meantime House Appropriations 
Committee members reported ad- 
ditional cuts have been recom- 
mended to reduce the Agriculture 
Department's 1943 budget of 1. 
200,000,000 by almost 40 per cent. 

The subcommittee in“ charge of 
the bill met in closed session to- 
day. Members said the over-all 
cut in the Agriculture budget for 
the year beginning July 1 would 
be more than 340,000 000. The 
budget calls for approximately $1,- 
200,000,000, including about 16 
000,000 in customs collections 
which the department has used 
in the past for its various pro- 
grams, This fund has been known 
as section 32” money. 

In addition to recommending 
cancellation of this fund, commit- 
tee members said, the subcom- 
mittee hag voted to cut around 
$315,000,000 from new appropria- 
tion requests of $944,000,000. Cer 
tain recurring appropriations fixed 
by law make up the rest of the 
budget. 

The subcommitee’s recommenda- 
ions go before the full Appropria- 
tions Committee Friday, with the 
bill scheduled for House debate 
next week.

Long Delay Expected. 

No action on the bill in the Sen- 
ate is expected until next January, 
as the Legislature plans to wind 
up its legislative work at the end 
of this week, and recess until Jan. 
7, 1948. The bill probably will be 
referred to a Senate committee, 
to lie in suspended animation, un- 
til the Legislature reconvenes in 
January. 

Similar bills in the past usually 
have received House approval and 
died in the Senate. 

Debate on the bill was limited 
by the House to 25 minutes, under 
special rule, to clear the way for 
action this afternoon on a pending 
Senate bill barring jurisdictional 
and sympathy strikes, and requir- 
ing compulsory arbitration of la- 
bor disputes. 

Sponsors defended the measure 
as a means of preventing monopo- 
lies, and prohibiting “loss leader” 
sales practices of “predatory mer- 
chants.” Opponents attacked it 
as a price-fixing device, which 
would prevent open competition 
and stifle free enterprise.

A “no strike” clause in a union- 
Management contract does not 
rule out all walkouts and work 
stoppages, but forbids only those 
which are in violation of the lan- 
guage of the contract, a National 
Labor Relations Board trial ex- 
aminer has ruled in a case grow- 
ing out of an unauthorized work 
stoppage at the Socony-Vacuum 
Oi] Co. East St. Louis refinery in 
July 1945. 

Frederic B. Parkes, in an inter- 
mediate report made public today, 
ordered the company to reinstate 
with back pay two employes dis- 
charged because of the wildcat 
strike and to make restitution to 
four others for earnings lost dur- 
ing a period of suspension. 

23 ruled that since the no- 
strike clause in the contract be- 
tween the company and the AFL 
Refinery Workers’ Union, Local 
19119, specified there shall be “no 
strike or stoppage of work pend- 
ing decision of a board of arbi- 
tration,” the men had not violated 
the contract. His report asserted 
the strike occurred after the com- 
pany refused to arbitrate the is- 
sue in dispute. He said the men 
deserved protection under the 
Wagner Act. : 

The strike began after the com- 
pany engaged an outside firm to 
clean several heat exchanges in 
contrast to its former practice of 
assigning maintenance men to 
perform that work. Employes 
walked out after the company de- 
clined to arbitrate. The company 
subsequently discharged two 
strike leaders and suspended four 
others,

CC GRANTS RAIL FARE RISE 
ON NORTHEASTERN LINES 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today authorized the eastern 
railroads to increase their basic

The authorization was given to 
60 railroads operating east of the 
Mississippi river and north of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers, It is 
similar to the increase granted 
Separately several weeks ago to 
the New Haven railroad. 

The railroads are authorized to 
increase the basic. one-way pas- 
senger fare in coaches from the 
present 22 cents a mile to 24 
cents a mile, and the fare in the 
parlor and sleeping cars from 3.3 
cents to 3.5 cents a mile.

The defense, represented by Mil- 
ton M. Metz of the Public Defend- 
er Bureau, has maintained that 
Richardson did not kill the Coxey 
girl in a criminal assault on 
Thanksgiving night, 1945, and has 
also tried to establish proof of 
insanity, 

Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E. Burns, conducting the 
prosecution,’ told the jury that a 
vast difference existed between 
insanity and moral depravity. He 
said Richard was “curring,” rath- 
er than insane. Partial insanity, 
he added, is no defense to a crimi- 
nal charge. 

Burns attached significance to 
Richardson's statement in his con- 
fession, since repudiated, that the 
little girl said “Hi,” in response to 
his greeting when they met. This 
the prosecutor said, is a child’s 
salutation, which an adult. would 
not think of unless he had heard 
it said. He said Richardson had 
told his niece, in talking of the 
Coxey girl’s murder the day after 
it happened, that the body could 
have been carried away without 
an automobile. 

Metz, in his argument for the 
defense, said Richardson had been 
questioned for 12 hours after be- 
ing held by the police 40 hours, 
and that “you or I might admit 
anything if we were held that 
long.“ He argued against the like- 
lihood that Richardson could have 
carried the child’s body in his 
arms for 22 blocks, crossing the 
Grand boulevard theater zone. 

The defendant did not take the 
stand. Defense attempts to prove 
Richardson insane included intro- 
duction of . X-ray photographs 
showing malformation of his skull. 
Dr. Thomas Thale, assistant direc- 
tor of Malcolm Bliss Psychopatic 
Hospital, testified that the malfor- 
mation could have an effect on 
the brain's function. He said he 
believed Richardson had an “ob- 
sessive-compulsive type of psy- 
choneurosis,” but could distinguish 
right from wrong. 

Dr. Thale said Richardson was 
a “menace,” who would be better 
off in a mental institution until 
pronounced cured. L. J. Richard- 
son of Marshall, Ark., father of 
the defendant, testified that his 
son, now 31 years old, was not 
normal as a child. 

The Coxey girl’s body was found 
in an alley in the 1400 block of 
North Twenty-fourth street. In 
his repudiated confession, Rich- 
ardson had said he attacked her 
in the rear of 3826 Washington 
boulevard, and carried her body 
to the place where it was found. 


Abs M TELLS 
UF DAISY CHAIN’ 
FEES FOR STEEL 


Hubert J. Kutz’s Testi- 
mony on Getting Sup- 
ply and Deal in East 
Studied by Senators.

WASHINGTON, May 21—The 
dizzy scramble for scarce sheet 
steel was described to a Senate 
subcommittee today by Hubert J. 
Kutz of St, Louis. 

“We have bought only through 
brokers,” Kutz said. “There may 
be six or eight fellows in it before 
you're through. Everyone's in 
there for a commission—really a 
finder’s fee. A daisy chain, I 
guess you would call it.” 


Kutz, who is president of the 
St. Louis Boiler and Equipment 
Co., 721 Olive street, said there 
was no profit in locating and buy- 
ing steel; that his company, 
formed less than a year ago, was 
in the business as an accomoda- 
tion to prospective customers for 
other products the company han- 
dles and hopes to handle.” 

He was brought to Washington 
to explain how he happened to 
have several carloads of steel that 
he was able to offer for sale 
through an. advertisement in the 
New York Times. While staying 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York he disposed of 50 tons 
to a Newark manufacturer for 
$240 a ton—about three times the 
mill price if one could buy it from 
a mill. 

Kutz said he paid $205 for the 
steel, which he obtained from a 
Pittsburgh firm through a Mr. 
Barnett of St. Louis, who was un- 
able to finance the deal himself. 
The steel was ordered for the 
Sunroc Refrigeration Co., which, 
after it was shipped to St. Louis 
and then to Weehawken, N. J., 
refused to accept it because it did 
not meet specifications. 

Then, Kutz said, he had to dis- 
pose of the total shipment of 250 
tons in small lots. When he got 
through paying freight charges 
and traveling expenses, and split- 
ting his profit 50-50 with Barnett, 
there was very little left, he main- 
tained, 

Senator Martin (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, chairman of the small 
business subcommittee which is 
inquiring into charges that steel 
bootlegging is forcing legitimate 
manufacturers into bankruptcy, 
said the committee would study 
the records of Kutz’s recent trans- 
actions, : 

Kutz said his firm was incor- 
porated last July, that it was capi- 
talized for $50,000, of which 337, 
500 was paid in, and that the 
stockholders besides himself were 
Richard J. FitzGibbon and Mor- 
ris A, Shenker, an attorney. 

The concern doesn’t manufac- 
ture anything, Kutz said. It was 
formed after he got out of the 
Army. He couldn’t get steel from 
the mills so he started buying and 
selling oil burners and valves and

The St. Louis Real Estate Board 
is making a last-minute effort to 
amend the state rent control bill

Under the federal rent contro 
bill passed by the House but still 
requiring action by the Senate it 
might be possible for landlords to 
obtain a 15 per cent increase of 
the already state-increased rents 
in return for a two-year lease if 
the tenants agree. The 15 per cent 
increase in the federal bill is com 
ditioned on the tenant agreeing 
and a two-year lease being signed,

of expenditures is for payroll.

viding state aid to counties for 
road construction, and created the 
State Highway Commission, giv- 
ing it virtually compete control of 
the expenditures of all state money 
used for roads. It had beén found 
that, with very few exceptions, 
county courts were wasteful and 
that, although money was spent, 
little in the way of roads mate- 
rialized when the money was han- 
dled locally. 

With an initial bond issue of 
$60,000,000, voted in 1920, the 
Highway Commission, created in 
1921, laid out a system of 7500 
miles of connected state highways. 
With a supplemental] bond issue 
of $75,000,000 in 1928, it completed 
this system and extended it, in- 
cluding farm-to-market roads, un- 
til now the state system of well- 
built and maintained highways is 
16,000 miles. 

If the commission has the 
money, it proposes to improve this 
system and increase the mileage 
to 31,000 
miles of the type of roads the 
farmers need. r 

Butler Bill on Shelf. 


A bill pending in the House, 
known as the “Sutler bill, in the 
opinion of most advocates of a 
connected state highway system, 
would have met the situation ade- 
quately. It proposed a 2 cents a 
Fallon increase, all the money to 
be expended under the direction 
of the Highway Commission. With 
these additional funds, the com- 
mission could have carried out its 
program for improvement of the 
existing state system and for ex- 
tension of farm-to-market roads 
to meet rural needs. 

The bill, however, has been laid 
on the shelf until next January, 
when the Legislature will recon- 
vene after a seven-month recess. 


A fear expressed by such well- 
informed good roads advocates as 
Hugh Stephens of Jefferson City, 
Thad Snow of Charleston and oth- 
ers is that it would be impossible 
for county courts to build roads 
without a waste of many millions 
of dollars. Much of the money 
would go into separate outfits of 

ery for each of the 114 
counties, for separate road build- 
ing organizations in each of the 
counties and for political jobs for 
county court ring politicians. 

It is pointed out that the State 
Highway Commission has its en- 
gineering staff and a complete 
road building organization, which 
could take over the job of build- 
ing the local roads, and that the 
work could be done much more 
efficiently and economically. 

Commission Ignored. 

The commission has been ignored 
in the preparation of this amend- 
ment, which is so worded that it 
is excluded from any supervision 
of the expenditures of the money. 
The $12,000,000 annually would be 
turned over to the counties and 
cities, $8,000,000 to the counties 
and $4,000,000 to all cities and 
towns of more than 750 popula- 
tion and they could do with it as 
they pleased. The only require- 
ment is that it be used by them 
for road and street purposes. There 
is no state authority to see that 
they do so. 

A provision of the amendment 
is that “the funds shall be ex- 
pended under the general super- 
vision and direction of the State 
Highway Commission, as may be 
provided by law.” Lawyers have 
pointed out that this means 
exactly nothing so far as state 
supervision is concerned, and that 
it, in fact, prohibits the Legisla- 
ture from giving the commission 
any actual authority. 


The amendment gives evidence 
of having been prepared with plen- 
ty of bait to get votes for it both 
in the Legislature and when it 
goes on the ballot in November 
1948, if it is submitted by the 
Legislature. 

Provisions of Proposed 
| It purports to meet the general- 
ly recognized need for building 
rural roads and thus is expected 
to be attractive to the farmers. 

It. provides that one-half cent a 
gellon of the tax increase would 
be aictributed to the cities and 
towns for streets. 

It prevides that one cent of the 
increase go to the counties 
for cheaply constructed roads. 
Even though its sole purpose is 
to provide roads for the farmers, 
it exempts the farmer from pay- 
irg any tax on the gasoline he 
uses on his farm. 

To spread the money out as 
thinly as possible, there is an ex- 
press provision that the roads 
shall be of a lower type than the 
state-built farm-to-market roads, 
which means that they would be 
narrow gravel roads, with inade- 
quate drainage, that they will 
quickly wear out and that the 
money devoted to their construc- 
tion would be unwisely expended 

St. Louis, Kansas City and some 
other cities oppose the amend- 
ment principally because it pro- 
hibits cities from collecting mu- 
nicipal gasoline taxes. St. Louis 
now gets approximately $1,200,000 
a year from gasoline taxes, It 
uses about $500,000 a year of this 
for other than street purposes. 
If the amendment is adopted, it 
will not be permitted to use the 
money coming from the state tax 
for these: other purposes and, in 
its deplorable financial condition, 
will be forced to find that money 
elsewhere. 

Figures on St. Louis Receipts. 

It is estimated by the advocates 
of the amendment that St. Louis 
would receive approximately 31, 
400,000 from the increased state 
tax, or about $200,000 more than it 
derives from its city tax. The

SHOWDOWN PROPOSED 
ON ATOMIC CONTROL 


Educator Says International 
Plan Should Be Forced 
at Risk of War. 


A showdown with Russia, even 
at the risk of war, to force adop- 
tion of the American proposal for 
international control of atomic 
enérgy was urged last night by 
the Rev. Edward A. Conway, S. J. 

Father Conway, assistant direc- 
tor of the Labor College of St. 
Louis University and a member 
of the National Committee on 
Atomic Information, addressed 
more than 100 midwestern field 
office managers of the Social Se- 
curity Administration meeting at 
Hotel Statler to discuss the 
Federal program for old-age as- 
sistance and survivors’ insurance. 

If Russia continues to reject in- 
ternational control of atomic en- 
ergy, the United States and the 
nine other nations of the Atomic 
Energy Commission favoring the 
proposal should unite to push the 
plan through when the Security 
Council convenes next Sept. 16, 
the speaker asserted. 

“The real reason Russia cannot 
permit a corps of inspectors roam- 
ing the Soviet Union in search of 
atomic energy developments is 
that it would tear the ‘iron cur- 
tain’ to tatters,” Father Conway 
declared. “The regime in Russia 
—a complete police state—depends 
upon isolation, and Russia is not 
going to agree to any interna- 
tional authority or give up its 
power of veto as long as the pres- 


The Soviet argument that an in- 
ternational authority would de- 
prive nations of independence and 
sovereignty is a valid one, he con- 
tinued. “But we always have to 
give up some sovereignty in 
treaties, and this is a small price 
to pay for relief of fear of ag- 
gression.” 7 

Father Conway, who has been 
an observer at United Nations 
meetings for the National Con- 
ference for Catholic Welfare, said 
Russia might accept the interna- 
tional control program if con- 
fronted by a preponderance of 
power. 

“This course of action has 
dangers, of course, and might pro- 
voke war,” he conceded, “but the 
chaotic state of the rapidly ac- 
celerating armament race and 
lack of atomic control is a great- 
er menace, 

Besides, the world desperately 
needs atomic energy to raise liv- 
ing standards.”

Unused Water Resources. 


Water, “the life-blood of Greece,” 
is described as the natural re-

Greece is excessively 
mountainous, and during the rainy

The FAO re- 
port lists 44 possible projects, 
large and small, from Thrace to 
Macedonia to Crete, which could 
be made to yield kilowatt-hours 
almost equivalent to the output of 
Boulder Dam. 

The cost of the entire water pro- 
gram is rated at about. $63,000,000 
for the first five years and $375,- 
000,000 for the next two or three 
decades, It would add 5215 square 
miles tc the country’s arable space, 
eliminate malaria-breeding 
marshes and swamps, provide em- 
ployment and help balance 
national economy by increasing 
agricultural exports on the one 
hand and on the other by decreas- 
ing imports of fuel. 

No oil, natural gas or coal, 
except for undetermined deposits 
of lignite, has been found in 
Greece. Farmyard manure is gen- 
erally utilized for fuel instead of 
fertilizer. 


From Thessaly to the Pelopon- 
nesus the story is the same—gul- 
lied and eroded hillsides, banks 
cut away by river floods, once- 
fertile soil overlaid with rock and 
gravel deposited by winter tor- 
rents, primitive waterwheels, 
cient windmills pumping 5 
for irrigation and natural dam 
sites ving idle. Before the war 
the k Government spent up- 
ward of $50,000,000 on water con- 
trol projects. Most of these were 
either destroyed by the Germans 
or have fallen into decay. 
3 Types of Projects, 

The undertakings recommended 
fall into three classes. In the first 
ia the rehabilitation of facilities. 
now in poor condition due to lack 
of maintenance, and the comple- 
tion of establishments that were 
started but abandoned because of 
the war. In the second are new 
constructions for flood control, 
drainage, irrigation, potable water 
supply and electric current which 
require small or medium invest- 
ments. The third class consists 
of new developments of large, 
multi-purpose installations which 
would yield major benefits, but 
which require big investments, 
long building periods and the de- 
velopment of adequate markets 
for agricultural commodities, nit- 
rogenous fertilizers and electric 
power. 

The largest project contemplat- 
ed is a dam on the Acheloos river 
in Epirus, which would yield an- 
nually 1,340,000,000 kilowatt-hours. 
Before actual reconstruction could 
start, several years would be re- 
quired for geological and engi- 
neering surveys, designs for struc- 
tures and studies of economic 
feasibility. 

Other major projects scheduled 
are power dams on the Nestos 
river in Thrace, the Allakmon 
river in Macedonia and the Lad- 
hon river in the Peloponnesus. 
The most important drainage and 
irrigation enterprises are suggest-

Road Block Ahead 


As a dangerous piece of road-wrecking, the 
Curry resolution ought to be draped with red 
flags and hung with lanterns, Yet the State 
Senate has passed this measure and sent it to 
the House. It should die there. 

Ostensibly the proposal for a constitutional 


amendment would promote building of oil and 


gravel farm-to-market roads. It would increase 
the 2-cent state gasoline tax by 1½ cents, giving 
a half-cent of the extra money to cities and one 
cent to counties for road work. 

Actually, the Curry resolution would bypass 
the method of road building by which Missouri 
has progressed so far, and block much future 
progress that the state has a right to expect. 

This measure would leave the State Highway 
Commission out in the cold. -While the com- 
mission would have some vague supervision over 
use of funds, the actual expenditure of the 
money would be in the hands of city councils 
and county courts. 

In short, Missouri's secondary road develop- 
ment would no longer be principally in the 
hands of professional engineers and a Highway 
Commission which has usually been aloof from 
politics. There would be more than a hundred 
separate supervisions, all unprofessional and in- 
experienced. The result inevitably would be in- 
coherent and a burnt offering to county court- 
house rings and local politicians 

The whole intent of the framers of the new 
Constitution would be flouted. They wisely 
chose to leave Missouri’s highway structure as 
flexible and non-political as possible. The Curry 
resolution would introduce complicated and rigid 
road-fund apportionment rules, leaving little 
room for change but much for boondoggling. 

Cities would be prohibited from levying gaso- 
line taxes. This seems an unwarranted interfer- 
ence with municipal taxation privileges. Pro- 
ponents hope that the slight half-cent state tax 
would give the cities adequate road money, but 
if it did not, it would be virtually impossible to 
correct the situation, because it would be writ- 
ten into the Constitution. 

The delays in waiting for the 1948 election, 
when the Curry proposal would be passed on by 
the voters, would postpone real road progress for 
many months. More than that, there would be 
no increase in funds for our main highway sys- 
tem, although it needs repair after the war 
period. A backlog of road funds will be .gone 
before the Curry resolution could be put into 
effect. There would be a 10-year shortage of 
$100,000,000 for the major road program alone. 

Lack of funds is the root of the trouble. Con- 
struction and maintenance costs have risen and 
an increase in the gasoline tax seems inevitable 
if we are to have good roads. The Butler bill, a 
simple legislative measure to increase the tax 
2 cents, would have met the requirements. But 
it was dismissed by the Senate in favor of a 
destructive substitute. 

Missouri's rural road system is not as good as 
it ought to be, but rural residents who blame the 
Highway Department are misplacing their re- 
sentment. Short of money, the department put 
first things and built the main skeletal 
highways. Without these, farm-to-market roads 


would connect nothing. 


Possibly the Missouri Farmers’ Association, 
which supports the Curry plan, does not fully 
understand this, But the Curry measure con- 
tains no assurance that rural roads will be built 
wisely or well. As for oil companies which 
would like to abolish city gas taxes, their major 
interest should be increased traffic and oil sales. 
The Curry plan would retard traffic facilities. 

For its population and wealth, Missouri has 
relatively good roads. Residents of Arkansas, 
Kansas and Oklahoma look upon our. 16,000 
miles of primary and secondary roads with envy. 
good slab and 
blacktop where it is needed on a 2-cent tax than 
many states with 5- or even 7-cent levies. 

Yet time and again at Jefferson City there 
pops up some ill-considered piece of legislation 
to bog down further achievement. In the last 
session it was the Quinn bill. Now it is the 
Curry resolutiqn. The House should reject this 
misdirected proposal. 
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Why the Delay? 

“What hearings are necessary?” 

This is the question put in the national House 
by Representative Price, who is demanding ac- 
tion on the bill to place enforcement teeth 
in the federal mine inspection law. He wants 
to find out why nb action has been taken on 
the Landis bill, inspired by the Centralia mine 
disaster and introduced nearly two months ago. 

This bill, as the East Side Congressman says, 
deserves the right-of-way. The House commit- 
tee, which is sitting on it, should report it out, 
and open the way for passage. If the House 
thinks it needs witnesses let it call on the hand- 
ful of survivors who brushed death at Centralia. 
They are experts on this subject! 
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Senator Kem on Vote Frauds 

Senator Kem has done what any wide- awake 
opposition Senator would do in throwing the 
Kansas City vote frauds up to the Democratic 
Administration, This newspaper warned Presi- 


dent Truman and Attorney General Clark seven 


months ago that they would have to act because: 


A bi-partisan election board, appointed by 
a Democratic Governor, has already said 
that fraud was committed. In the light of 
that, to remain silent will only be playing 
into the hands of the Republican opposition. 


Yet that is what the Administration has done. 
Although the FBI investigated the August pri- 
mary election in Kansas City, Attorney General 
Clark finds refuge in the argument that there 
was no evidence that federal law was violated. 
Senator Kem, himself a lawyer, says there is. 
The House Special Committee on Campaign Ex- 
penditures found enough evidence to justify re- 
ferring the case to Mr. Clark. And a Jackson 
county grand jury has indicted 65 persons 
so far covering about every known method for 
faking ballots—the use of marked ballots, voting 
of dead persons and of persons who didn’t vote. 

Mr. Clark says his jurisdiction “is limited to 
protecting the personal right to vote for candi- 
dates for federal office and having the vote 
But federal candidates were 
involved in the primary. In particular, Enos 
Axtell, backed by Pendergast remnants, won a 
surprising victory over Representative Roger C.

Slaughter. Were the votes delivered honestly 
and counted as cast? Is it possible that such 
wholesale frauds affected only local candidates, 
but left the federal races untouched? 

That is too much for Senator Kem to believe, 
and it is too much for most people. The Admin- 
istration has delayed action a long time in the 
Kansas City vote frauds. If it delays much 
longer Senator Kem will be able to paint the 
charge of whitewash on the Democratic party 
and make it stick. 
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Soviet Fallacy in Atom Control 
The fallacy in Russia’s notions about the 
atomic bomb, as eloquently propounded by An- 


drei Gromyko in his radio address to the Ameri- 


can people, is that while they are labeled in- 
ternational control“ they are actually national 
self-restraint. 

Mr. Gromyko declares that. control of the 
bomb can be achieved by prohibiting its use. The 
trouble is that prohibition is worthless without 
enforcement. The people of the United States 
found that out in such relatively minor—but 
absolutely unpleasant—ways as the Eighteenth 
Amendment. The whole world found it out, if 
not before, in World War II, which was pro- 
hibited by the Kellogg-Briand Pact and by other 
international commitments. 

It is an unfortunate illustration which Mr, 
Gromyko chooses in an effort to prove his point 
—and understandably so, since there are no for- 
tunate ones. He says poison gas was not used in 
World War II because the nations had outlawed 
it. That is piffle in the first degree, and Mr. 
Gromyko ought to be one of the first to know it. 
Poison gas was not used because neither side 
could figure out that it would gain any advan- 
tage by using it. If either side could have an- 
ticipated a decided advantage through the use of 
poison gas, it would have been used. 

There can be no international control of atomic 
energy, without unlimited inspection and inter- 
national monopoly of raw materials, Russia, in 
short, rejects international control in all but 
name, and proposes national self-restraint. It 
it not enough.

For Pleasure and Profit 

A bill which could not possibly do any harm 
and promises much good, faces adjournment- 
rush defeat at Jefferson City after receiving 
unanimous House committee approval. This is 
the bill to enable the Governor to appoint a 
non-partisan State Commission for the Preserva- 
tion of Historic Sites and Objects. It was intro- 
duced by Representatives Elliott, Roos, Sendlein, 
Wolff, Layson, Huffman and Semple. 

Actually, this is all Missouri's bill. When the 
hearing was held, representatives of more than 
100 civic, educational, community, business and 
patriotic organizations went to the capital from 
all parts of the state. Seldom does a measure 
have support so impressive—a fact noted in 
the House committee. 

Failure to pass this measure now will cost 
more time and that means inevitably further 
loss in historic sites and objects. Already Mis- 
souri has forfeited many which other states 
would have been glad to save and to enjoy. 
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The Perils of Being an Athlete 


In Tennessee the fevered zeal of talent scouts 
has reached the point where it is physically dan- 
gerous to be a high school athletic star. Mac 
Robinson, high school football star at Clarks- 
ville, was so hounded by a representative of the 
coaching staff of the University of Tennessee 
that he suffered a severe nervous breakdown. A 
thousand people and a brace of bloodhounds bor- 
rowed from the state prison at Nashville were 
kept busy for nearly a day before they found 
the dazed youth. 

Robinson had decided to adorn the Vanderbilt 
football squad, but the competition had been 
tough and the Tennessee coaches weren't willing 
to consider the decision final. The boy was 
already severely ill from a spider bite, but the 
gruesome wooing kept on, With a physician on 
guard, it may stop now, but the youth already 
has been subjected to undesirable publicity 
which may embitter his whole outlook, 

This is an interesting commentary on relative 
values of our institutions of higher, learning. 
Who ever heard of the most promising prepara- 
tory school students in science, literature, art or 
history being “hounded right and left” by uni- 
versity talent scouts? Evidently the greater glory 
of Old Siwash doesn’t depend on them. If a 
genius in one of these fields has the luck to win 
a scholarship, well and good. But if he doesn’t 
what of it? Just as big crowds will yell just as 
loudly next October in Burp Memorial Stadium, 
and that's what matters. 
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Is This Ethical Business? 


What do the business men who compose the 
Solid Fuel Institute think of the activities of 
Richard F. Wood, executive secretary of the in- 
stitute, in the now-celebrated Case of the Mis- 
leading Letter? 

As it has come out little by little, the facts 
are as follows: Wood helped a subordinate em- 
ploye of the United States Weather Bureau, 
William C. Drapier, write a letter saying virtu- 
ally no improvement, had been made in St. Louis 
under the smoke eliminating ordinance. He paid 
for the stenogrdphic and notary fees. A Cincin- 
nati organization resisting smoke control used 
the letter for propaganda and paid Drapier $50 
for it. Meteorologist Wahlgren has denounced 
the letter as false and misleading. Drapier him- 
self has now repudiated it as “an exaggeration 
and misrepresentation.” 

Are the ethics displayed by Mr. Wood in this 
matter the ethics of the members of the Solid 
Fuel Institute, whom he was representing at the 
time? The members of the institute, according 
to records of the smoke commissioner are:

Another “house of cards exposition would be foolish when so much 
permanent improvement is needed, citizen argues; suggests lasting 
riverfront structures, downtown slum clearance and plaza extension; 
asks if St. Louis still has “virility and pioneer spirit” to do it. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Let's have a permanent world’s 
a hoube of cards. The advantages of a 
world’s fair, while primarily more or less 
temporary, may be of lasting value to the 
eity. 

The most recent world’s fair in Chicago 
was largely a house of cards and, after the 
fair closed, about the only permanent ad- 
vantage which Chicago received was the 
filling in of certain places along its lake- 


Front. 


The Columbian Exposition in St. Louis 
in 1904, while largely of stucco construc- 
tion, did leave for the permanent benefit 
of the city the Administration Building of 
Washington University, the Art Museum 
and the Jefferson Memorial in Forest Park, 


The Government of the United States 


holds title to 27 city blocks as the river- 


front site for the so-called Jefferson Ex- 
pansion Memorial. At the present time, 
an architectural competition is being held 
for the purpose of developing a plan and 
design for the riverfront area just men- 
tioned. 


St. Louis, between the riverfront and 


Grand boulevard, and from Market to Olive 
streets, is drab, uninviting and dispiriting. 
In it are slovenly hovels, unsanitary houses, 
inadequate traffic ways—in short, it is a 
blighted area from which decay is spread- 
ing to other parts of the city. 


An Oasis in a Desert 


The Aloe Plaza, with its beautiful Milles 
fountain, is an Oasis in a desert. The Mu- 
nicipal Plaza, in spite of the mound which 
was erected in it to honor the dead in the 
First World War, offers at least something 
of beauty and is another oasis in the desert. 


Why would it not be possible to kill at 
least three birds with one stone”? 


Why not combine the efforts of those 
who are interested in a world’s fair in 
1953 with the efforts of the Jefferson Me- 
morial Expansion group and of the City 
Plan Commission? Why not begin the de- 
velopment of the 27 blocks on the river- 
front by offering to the several states 
which are part of the Louisiana Purchase 
of 1808 sites for permanent 


fair—not 


state buildings 


to be erected as permanent exhibition 
buildings in accordance with the master 
plan which may be adopted for the devel- 
opment of the riverfront area? 


Why not widen two or more streets so 
that ingress and egress may be had to and 
from the Third street boundary of the riv- 
erfront area? 


«Why not condemn the three blocks be- 
tween Fifteenth and Eighteenth, -Market 
and Chestnut streets, and thus connect 
Aloe Plaza with the Municipal Plaza? 


Why not condemn most of the land be- 
tween Twentieth street and Grand boule- 
“vards, Market and Olive streets; and in 
that area erect bulldings which could be 
used for exhibition purposes during the 
world's fair and later converted into much- 
needed housing and commercial space? 

(The central parkway might be named 
“Avenue of the Heroes,” in memory of 
those who served in the Second World 
War.) 


Can St. Louis Pioneer? 


It is submitted that a world’s fair in 1953 
would not only draw together all forward- 
looking and energetic people in St. Louis 
in a common enterprise, but it could also 
be the means of beginning the permanent 
development of the riverfront area, the 
widening of streets, the connection of the 
plazas, the cutting out of cancerous and 
decaying sections in the heart of our city, 
and the construction of potential housing 
and commercial buildings of permanent 
value for the entire community. 


Let’s have a world’s fair, but one that 
will be of lasting value. 


St. Louis, if not completely asleep, and if 
there remains the spirit among its people 
which conceived and executed the world’s 
fair of 1904, the Pageant and Masque and 
the Municipal Opera, can, if it will, sal- 
vage much that may be made beautiful and 
useful. Have the present-day citizens of 
St. Louis enough virility and sufficient pi- 
oneer spirit to pull together, boldly clean 


out the jungle and build for the future?

Georgia’s Press Measured Up 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


An interesting booklet called “63 Days 
With Two Governors” has come to our no- 
tice. It tells the story of the part the At- 
lanta Journal played in ousting a political 
gang that had seized control of the govern- 
ment of Georgia. 


When Eugene Talmadge died on the eve 
of inauguration as Governor and the Geor- 
gia Legislature declared his son, Herman, 
his successor, the Atlanta Journal demand- 
ed a court ruling on the matter of succes- 
sion and declared war on the Talmadge 
forces, It kept up the fight despite threats 
from the opposition. Finally it was able to 
reveal that the so-called write-in votes al- 
legedly cast for Herman Talmadge were 
fraudulent—that people listed as casting 
the ballots were dead, or had left Georgia, 
or had not voted. 


Other newspapers joined in the campaign. 
For days the free newspapers of Georgia

were the one instrument that aroused the 
people to resist what had happened, 


In the end the Georgia high court ruled 
that Talmadge was seated illegally by the 
Legislature, and that the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor was the legal acting Governor. It 
was a stirring victory for democracy, for 
good government and for the people of 
Georgia, 

It was also a victory for the newspapers 
of Georgia that recognized their responsi- 
bility to their state and fought courageous- 
ly and persistently to carry out that re- 
sponsibility. Here is one measure of the 
value of a free press.

Innocents in the Orient 


BREAD AND RICE by Doris Rubens. (Thurston 
Macauley, New York.) 

Doris Rubens was a bright graduate 
student in 1938 full of the zeal of youth to 
help the underdog in his struggle. Spain 
had been gouged by Franco and the Japa- 
nese were raping China, So she left the 
relative security of American shores for the 
Far East and entered the game known as 
reporting. What started out as adventure 
based on belief ended up in the grip of 
the Japanese, internment and its tragedies 
after a long race against detection. 

Her first encounter with the Japanese 
was at Hankow where, as United Press 
correspondent, she was the last American 
“newspaper man“ to leave. Her anti-Japa- 
nese stories while the city was still offi- 
cially in Chinese hands did not endear her 
to the Japanese. But she got out and head- 
ed east, through Russia and Poland to Paris 
where she arrived on that fateful Septem- 
ber morning in 1939.

To avoid the European war, Miss Rubens 
returned home, married and then headed 
for the Orient again, this time to teach in 
the Philippines. That's where she was on 
Pearl Harbor day. As the dark days de- 
scended over the American flag in the 
Pacific, Miss Rubens and her husband fled 
to the hills. There they roamed among the 
hill people whose devotion to los Americanos 
was as unfailing as their own fears would 
permit. One Filipino farmer, Fabian San 
Juan, demonstrated the heroism shown by 
so many of his people in resisting the en- 
emy, but despite his unflagging loyalty and 
aid, Miss Rubens and her husband had to 
give themselves up. 

Prisoners of the Japanese, they suffered 
the mental cruelty and humility which the 
Japanese foist on others, They were humil- 
lated, browbeaten, psychologically whipped. 
So much so, that the infamous Santo To- 
mas, internment camp in Manila resembled 
a haven when they got delivered there.

But the dramatic story of their nomadic 
experiences in search of freedom is more 
than an adventure tale. Miss Rubens cuts 
into the customs of the hill people with 
more perceptive imagination than the so- 
cial anthropologist who has studied their 
behavior. She knows those people and 
without a conscious effort contrasts their 
way of life with that of the western world. 
This distinction is symbolized in the con- 
trasts between bread and rice, As she and 
her husband receded deeper into the man- 
ners of the Orient, rice replaced bread as 
the staple in their diet. And with the rice 
came hunger, ailments and the self-torture 
of fear. 

The narrative, told as a flashback rem- 
iniscence as the author recalls her history 
while awaiting transfer from a Japanese 
prison to Santo Tomas, keeps sustained 
interest and evokes a tremendous feeling 
of anger against the Japanese, Its weak- 


ness lies in the author's unreliable judg- 


ment. She finds nearly every new event 
one of climactic importance. The writing 
though sensitive becomes tiresome because 
of the continuous repetition of the same 
emotions, ARTHUR HEPNER.

The policy of the Smuts speech 
was so radically different from 
that of the Fulton speech that 
few Americans at the time were

A Poor Reception. 


Most of those who professed to 
speak with knowledge and author- 
ity about British affair’ have kept 
on insisting that only a few back 
benchers of the Left and some 
“crypto-Communists” and fellow 
travelers take the view which 
Smuts stated: that the interest of 
Britain is not to align itself with 
the United States against the 
Soviet Union but to take an in- 
dependent line. 

So they felt sure that the so- 
called Truman Doctrine, which 
descends directly from the Fulton 
speech, would be received with en- 
thusiasm in Great Britain. It 
should have been if the fashion- 
able and official estimate of Brit- 
ain was correct. But in fact the 
Truman Doctrine has had a gen- 
erally unfavorable reception in 
Britain, as it has almost every- 
where else in Europe, though for 
reasons of expediency rather than 
of conviction the expression of the 
unfavorable opinion has been re- 
strained, and indire¢t, except, of 
course, on the far Left.

In South Africa, which is an im- 
mensely rich and undeveloped 
land, Britain may find the means 
of becoming, despite the liquida- 
tion of the Indian and Near East- 
ern empires, an independent great 
power in the world, The British 
people have been great too long 
to accept passively the role which 
was assigned to them in the Ful- 
ton speech, and is implicit in the 
Truman doctrine, that of the little 
brother in a “fraternal associa- 
tion” with us. 

As they withdraw from the old 
imperial positions, they are look- 
ing for new ones. They are with- 
drawing from Asia into Africa as 
regards their overseas Empire. 
They are moving forward into 
Europe as regards the British 
Isles. They are drawing closer to 
France. They are not allowing 
the “iron curtain” to shut them, 
as we have allowed it to shut us, 
out of Poland. They will not 
abandon, and they will probably 
strengthen and renew, their al- 
liance with the Soviet Union. 


Reckless Overtones. 


None of this means, I hardly 
need say, that they are divorcing 
themselves from the United 
States. But it does mean that 
they are not accepting the ideo- 
logical pattern and the political 
consequences, which Mr. Church- 
ill laid down at Fulton and Presi- 
dent Truman adopted a year later. 
I think it fair to suppose that 
they regard the “Truman Doc- 
trine“ as a wrong Way to do a 
right thing, and in its reckless 


Headquarters Allied Expeditionary 
Force April 27, 1945. Miss Irwin, 
one of the first three Americans 
to enter the German capital, gave 
Post-Dispatch readers their first 
account of conditions there, after 
the entry of the victorious Russian 
Army 

Miss Irwin yesterday received 
her citatiébn as a correspondent, 
an engraved document. It is sim- 
ilar to the citations received by 
others who served im the Euro- 
pean Theater of War. The differ- 
ence is that Miss Irwin had to 
wait longer for her certificate. 

“The War Department,” the 
document reads, “expresses its ap- 
preciation for patriotic service to 
VIRGINIA IRWIN, for outstand- 
ing and conspicuous service as an 
accredited: war correspondent 
serving with our armed ‘orces in 
an overseas theater of combat. 

ROBERT P. PATTERSON, 
Secretary of War.” 

Washington, D.C., 21 April, 1947. 

The important word, to Miss Ir- 
win, was “accredited.” That meant 
that she was no longer disac- 
credited, as SHAEF pronounced 
her to be after her return from 
Berlin, more than two years ago. 
Andrew Tully of the Boston Trav- 
eler incurrd the same penalty. He 
and Miss Irwin were taken on the 
unauthorized journey by Sgt. John 
Wilson, a Massachusetts infantry- 
man driving a jeep. 

Being disaccredited, the two cor- 
respondents had to return to the 
United: States immediately, Miss 
Irwin, after returning to St. 
Louis, was much in demand as a 
speaker, and addressed several 
groups of persons who had read 
her stirring accounts of Russian 
celebrations in the shattered Ger- 
man city. 

The battle for Berlin was still 
going on when the two corre- 
spondents made their way into 
the part of the city already taken. 
The Russians, cordial in the ex- 
treme to the “Americanskis,” 
feasted them with meat, cheese, 
pastries and vodka, while she 
wrote, “the artillery roared, the 
house shook and the candles flut- 
tered.” 

“T asked the (Russian) Guards- 
Major,” she related, “if Berlin 
was his greatest battle. He 
smiled and said sadly: ‘No, to 
us there were greater battles. In 
those we lost our wives and chil-

States. 

Swiss singers, yodelers and danc- 
ers came from Wisconsin, and the 
School of Organic Education at 
Fairhope, Ala. sent a group to 
demonstrate early English morris 
and sword dances. A Scotch dance 
team of 22 came from Fayetteville, 
N. T., while another group from 
Austin, Tex., sing, fiddle and dance 
in the manner of the frontier cul 
ture of Texas.

From the men around Dewey, 
you hear such phrases as “high 
discipline” and “high morale.” The 
cynical bystander says with con- 
tempt: Stooges, nothing but 
stooges.” These men, however, 
are too capable to be stooges. 

The discipline does come down 
from Dewey, and it is stern and 
even ruthless discipline. But in 
spite of this discipline, or maybe 
because of it, the members of the 
Dewey team have remained loyal 
through the years.

ARMY WILL. CHANGE 
DISCHARGE SYSTEM 


To Drop Much-Inclusive Blue 
Category, Object of 
Criticism. 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP)— 
The Army is dropping its often- 
crititized “blue” discharge July 1. 
That category now covers every- 


thing between honorable discharge 
and dishonorable. After July 1 
there will be separate types of dis- 
charge for men separated for un- 
desirability and those dropped 
merely for inaptitude or otherwise 
going out “under honorable con- 
ditions.” 

The change to four types of sep- 
aration papers will make the 
classes of discharge uniform for 
all the armed services— Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard. 
A fifth or “bad conduct” discharge 
will be adopted later if pending 
legislation is passed. 

The new Army discharges will 


1, HONORABLE — Granted to 
men separated by reason of expir- 
ation of enlistment, convenience 
of the Government, dependency, 
minority, or disability. 
GENERAL — (Under honor- 
able conditions) granted to those 
separated for unsuitability or in- 
aptitude or for any of the reasons 
applicable to honorable discharge.

West opened a heart and East 
cashed in the ace, but that was 
the end of the party. 


Looking at West's hand, it is 
easy to — that he was 
afraid not merely of an adverse 
game but of a slam after he heard 
his partner pass originally. Since 
West had a fairly long and play- 
able heart suit, and since he was 
not vulnerable, the psychic was 
logical. 

North's double requires no com- 
ment. East was quite innocent 
when he redoubled; he of coufse 
knew nothing about his partner's 
hand and had to believe the heart 
bid. South’s leap to four spades 
was justified, and there is no need 
to examine West's following pass 
very closely. 

From this point on it is difficult 
to make a fair criticism of the 
North-South bidding. North, it is 
true, strongly suspected a psychic 
by West, but on the other hand 
he also had to fear that South 
had jumped to four spades on a 
very long spade suit lacking either 
the ace or the king. 

By this time West saw how the 
wind was blowing and discreetly 
retired from the auction. 


South explained his refusal of 
the slam invitation on the ground 
that he had already shown every- 
thing he had and that without 
control in any suit outside of 
spades he could not be too enthu- 
siastic. This was not unreason- 
able, but South as well as North 
should have known by now that
